suggestion arises from a totally-imfoand- 
ed, though veiy oominon, bdld that 
green ia the natiffiial color d( Irdaadr 
The tmlh, however, fa that green was 
never heard of as a national or party color 
till 1778, wlieu tho United Irishmen 
adopted it for the following reason: 
The ancient flag of Ireknd waa a golden 
harp on a (lark bine ground, aa now de- 
picted or emblazoned in the Uah quar- 
ter, the third of the lojal standard, and 
the Bevoltttkmary laadera behig anxioua 
to unite together aU olaasea of IrisLmen, 
being m that respect the exact converse 
of the present BKitators, and to join the 
Orangemen to the rest of their fellow- 
countrymen, adopted green as their dis- 
tinguishing color, whioli is of oonne 
produced by mixmg together gold and 
blue. At the time, therebn^ of the hi- 
atitntion of the Order of 8i Patrick, hi 
1788, the only and tindoubted national 
color was dark bine, and that would 
probably have been the color of tho 
ribbon but tliat it had already been ap- 
propriated by the Order of the Garter, 
which was originally light Une, but had 
been altered by the Hanoverian mon- 
arohs to ito preaant oolor to diatinguish 
their Knighto troitt thoie whom the two 
Pietendera oontlmud to favest with the 
old light-blue ribbon. (Henee, by the 
way, the expression "True blue.") 
Under these eironmstanoes it was origi- 
nally proposed that the St. Patrick rib- 
bon should be orange, but, as this would 
bsv« saivorad too mnoh of party, it ■wm 
nltimatoly determined that it should be 
the old oolor ol the Qart«r--lif^t Una.

Tlu Tornado Lut Week. 

T he ro)M>r1« of llic f. ai l'ul tornado 
of last Tiuipday < ;iine in slciuly and 
wo were unable to -live niiieh news 
ubout it ill our la»l iaw. it was not 
contiiied to any particular locality, 
but its I'fl'octs wore severely felt in 
many fiortions of the countiT. The 
■wind V as particularly severe on the 
towns ill the i vcrllowed district of 
the Ohio valley. I nioiitowii. Ky. 
tull'ered heavily by houses being de- 
molished. 

At Shawuoetown the destruction 
was still greater. One hundred and 
thirty houses were destroyed as 
i|uiekly as thou<>li made of so much 
pai.er. 

At New Liberty, Ills., every lions ■ 
IS ifone but fuur, and her iiopulatioii 
sought shelter elsewhere. The fronts 
of all the business houses in Suiilh- 
land were dashed in and washed 
away, duslroyiiifr nil llieir slock, 
while nearly all ilie smaller liouscs 
disapdeared entirely. 

Every frame house in Caseyvllh' 
was washed away, and those of brick 
are so badly damaged as to be unfit 
for use. . 

Neary 50 houses are gone from 
Metropolis, Ills., and others so badl.\ 
damaged as to be almost worthless. 

West Franklin, Iiid., lias Iml two 
houses reiiialninjr. while on the Ken- 
tucky shore opiKisitea lar^e nnmber 
of houses are swejit away or made 
unlit for use. 

Paducah liad several lionscs de- 
molished and the villages of Raloi<rli 
and Itlackbiirn, in llie vicinity, were 
wiped out enliicly, every bouse, be- 
ing destroyed. 

Away down at Atlanta, (ia., the 
storm was still worse in its work o! 
death and destruction. In a 15 mile 
slice of country, 20 persons were 
killed outright and many otiiers bad- 
ly hurt. The property destroyed 
cannot be cslinialed. From every di- 
rection come the reports of barns 
blown down, femes torn down and 
timber destroyed.

Ileiidi'i-siiii \v;i~ ill llie line of the 
storm and siilleivd heavy losses. The 
bridfje eoiiii)an)- were dama|j:<'d to 
tlie extent of .t.^'-W. The raihoad 
was also a heavy suQ'erer, as the track 
leading to the river, was washed up 
by the furious waves and caved in. 
The Ueporter <;ives a lengthy account 
of barns and bouses blown away, 
barges sunk, etc. Tlieic were several 
narrow escapes but no lives were lost 
in Henderson county. Many dead 
horses and raulcs were seen floatinj; 
in the river and the loss of stock 
must have been very heavy. 

Clarksvilh' jiol a ronjrh sliakinjrnp 
and it is a mystery how llopkiiisville. 
situated ljctw(cu Henderson and 
Clarksville, got off so easy. 

The Tobacco Leaf gives the follow- 
ing list ot damages in Clarksville :

South Kentucky Collogs, in this 
city, Burned Sunday. All of 
the Toung Ladies J3a7ed. 

A I'U 111.10 CALAMITY. 

The rapid intonations of the fire 
boll, at 6 :3Q o'clock Sunday afleriiooii, 
caused the people of Ilopkiiisville to 
rush to their doors and bidiold Soiilli 
Kentucky ( 'ollrfic ciiv( l<i|ic(l in llaiiies. 
Tlio llaiucs were liiu'siiiii; uiitofthe 
roar winilmvs w lien tlie alarm was 
given and before tho lire department 
could reach tlie spot the main build- 
ing was doomed. 

Tho College was situated in lie 
eastern part of the cily, Iwchc 
iiillidred \ aids from the (,'oiirl house, 
upon a«liili one liiiiidred feet or more 
above the level of the business por- 
tion of tho city. Up this incline the 
engine had to bo drawn n'ith two 
horses. The poor animals were al- 
most e.\;liaiiNtcd when the top of the 
liill was reached, but the tireiiieii 
s(!i/,ed lh(' wheels and almost lifted 
tho heavy engine into the yard and in 
u few minutes more the hose was 
throwing two flue streams upon the 
southern cll, which was uceiipied by 
till' >crvaiil-. 'I'lic main Imildin^' was 
wrapped in li.uiit'^ and il w.is impo^- 
■•ililc to save it, but by tlie heroic e,\- 
eriiutis of the tire dcpurtmeut a por- 
tion uftlie riglit wing was saved. 
This was a two-story brick extension, 
throe rooms long, used as kitchens 
and cook-room. Tlie Arc ori^'inated 
over the dining room, between the 
cook-room and ilie main building, in 
tlie tli'Ht room of the right wing and 
no one can iixpluin how it was start- 
ed. When discovered tlio flames 
were bursting out at the corner ami 
Icapiiiir up towards the cornice on 
the front bnildin;;. 'I'lie iv<-l is but 
the horrible se()neiice of flames nii- 
cuiiibuttcd. A brisk wind tunned 
them to fury and the people after get- 
ting out everything movable could 
only stand and gaze upon the horrific 
but maguitlelciit spectacle. The nniiii 
building; was three-ftories bi^li w iili 
a li'iiiil:i;;<' ot over KXJ feet. A recci-s 
in the middle made a broad uiiil 
roomy porcli, lii which stood tsvo 
great round columns reaching to the 
top of tho building which yet stand 
as monuments to the triumph of tite 
flames. 

'I'lie pi Dplc iiu ni il iMil cii-Mii.ise and 
ill an iiicivdlljly short spaec of time 
the furniture fi-om the entire bnlM- 
ing, ineludliig tho two-story wing on 
the lofi, wiiich was destroyed, had 
boon removed, tliougli mueli of it was 
Imilly dnniHgod In nioviii<r. In an 
lioiii and a liall llic wm k of dc-lnic- 
tioM wa- done, and the people slowly 
disper-ed to llicir luuncs, butall night 
loiix the heated walls and burnlut: de- 
bris lit up tlie heavens and could be 
seen for miles away.

South Kentucky College was built 
by the Christian church of Ilopkiiis- 
ville, as a female institute of learning' 
some 27 years ago. It has licen 
ciimliiclcd a^- a dciiomiiiatiuiial .school, 
under several iiiaiiagements, until 
tho tirst of January last. At the be- 
ginning of this year it was leased by 
M^J. 8. II. Crumbaugh, for a term of 
years, and he had Just organized a 
strong faculty and placed the school 
upon i\ lii<;li plane. It was to be a 
mixed school and the prospect was 
very tluttcriug. I'rof. Deweese, a 
member of the tticulty, was at tlie 
head of the boarding department for 
yoniii; ladies in the College. Kntu- 
nately the lire oecuri-odon Sunday ami 
oiilv twelve yoniic; ladies were in llie 
building, which hud a boarding ca- 
pacity of 00. A number of new ones 
wore expected to arrive .\ esterdny. 
Had tho Are occurred at iii>;lit the re- 
sults mi^lit have been terrible, but as 
it was all got out safe. 

THK PLANS rUK THE FUTUBE. 

The Board of Trustees met yester- 
day and it was decided to rebuild at 

once and have llio colle^re ready for 
the fall session. The school will for 
the jiresent be suspended. Tliis was 
iiiitortiiuate as it was ciijoyinj;' a 
jiemiiiio boom under the excellent 
iiiaiiageiiicutofMaJ.Crumbaugli.Xew 
pupils w'oro being enrolled daily and 
the outlook was very encourag- 
ing. The following announoements 
are authorized by the Board of Trus- 
tees and I'residcut of the faculty : 

"At a nioeliugof tho Board of Trus- 
tocs of South Keutueky College, it 
was iiiiaiiiiiioiisly detormiiied that 
the bnildiiii;' slioiild be roiiiiill and 
llial it be completed Invliily J, IHSl, 
and the Board is gratified to an- 
nounce to the community that the 
present faculty will re-open the Col- 
lege in Septeralier next. The burn- 
ing of the building necessitates the 
temporary suspension of the collegi- 
ate work.

Chid, his Bister, was two years yoonger. 
But lliis -wiiti a great many years ago 
when their fiithor, Mr. Dimlap, had just 
moved into a township in the western 
part ot Haine, whioh waa then a 'wild, 
oninhabited region, SATe whare here and 
there an BdventvoDi letaer had ptamted 
his little loghnt in the heart of the 
wildemeaa, and laid bare a few aoree of 
the forest as a nucleus of the future 
homo of himself and thriving family — 
almost alwajl a small colony in itseU.

and longingg for the old associa- 
oor pioneer fathera and mothera 
endtued, coming, aa did vomoj of them, 
from wMlihy States and pleasant aor- 
roundings. There must have been a 
mighty attraction in the wild, free life 
of the backwood-man and a genuine 
love ot the simple and homely joys ol 
the rongh hearthstone, to hare held 
them in these mde homea, akiost iso- 
lated, Bs they ware^ from the world. 
But they lived in antioipation, looking 
eagerly forward to a fatorecrf plenty, 
when the wilderness should become 
cultivated and fruitful through their 
first persistent and hardy efforts. 

With an energy oharacteristio ot the 
first settlers, Mr. Donlap pushed his 
'way on through toil, hardshipe and 
many privatioiis, at first felling and 
clearing a patch Isrge enough to put np

away in the wdoda. His father had 
helped him make his traps, and on his 
very first visit he was greatly cVited by 
flndinga sleek anl glosHyniiiik in one of 
them.

.Tad half wild, for mink skins brought a 
■liifli price at the "big settlement," 
twenty-five milea'down the ooontqr, 
where his father always wwt todoida 
trading.

A Chicago boy, only 4 years old, 
whose fatlier hid gone to his day'a 
work, and whose mother was sick abeil, 
sUpped out of the house and wandered 
along tlio street, where he fell in com- 
pany with older boys, who coaxed him 
to frolic 'with them on the "swhig 
bridge," over the South branch ot thi: 
Chicago river. A awing bridge answers 
the pun>ose ot a drawbridge, but tnmi 
on a pivot insteml of being hoLsteil. 
T)ie men iu charge of this one had just 
let a vessel tlirongh ami were swinging 
the bridge liaeU into place, when the 
chiUren began jumping back and forth, 
and the litUu l-yoor-old fell over the 
narrow space between the bridge and 
the abutment, and lus right arm, whieli 
hung down, 'waa crushed. The dty wiu-- 
sued for damages. The Judges sai.i 
that they did not consider the family ti 
blame for the child's being ut play in 
the street ; working people eiumot al- 
ways keep governesses. Ilnl ueithei 
was the city to blame. A city must 
keep a swing bridge in reasonably safe 
condition, and, it a person crossing it 
properly it hurt by a detect of the 
bridge, he can recover. Bnt pcrsone 
who use swing liridgrs mast be careful 
Tile city is uol ti jund Ui keep a gate 01 
a watcliman for preventing persons 
stepjiing niion the bridge at an iiui ri 
time, liridges are uot playgrounds fi >i 
children, and if children wander from 
home unattended and are hurt while 
playing about a bridge^ this must be 
called a pure accident 

A Maryland girl wrote to the Presi 
dent of Illinois I'emaK College applying 
tor a situation as teaelu r, aud was at 
length engaged at a .salary of $;iOO, Imj- 
aide "homo and washing." The Presi- 
dent's letter stated that each teacher 
would have a well-tumiahed aleepicg- 
room, bnl did not say on whieh floor ii 
would be. The teacher wrote asking il 
she might have a room on the second 
floor, and the President answered at 
first that it would be on the second titioc 
Subsequently hu wroto again, saying 
that be found he would have to assign 
her to a room on the third floor. She 
declined tbis^ becanse "her people were 
very much opposed to her rooming oa 
the third floor." Then the President 
engaged another teacLer in her place, 
and la-stly she sujd him for damages in 
losing llie year's employment. The ver- 
dict w.is against her ; the court saidlliat, 
as the letters forming the original con- 
tract did nit express or stipulate tor 
a second-floor room, the President waa 
snly bound to atnurd a oomtortable 
room. And he hsd a right, it needfol, 
to move a teacher from one room to an- 
other ; bccau le ho assigned her to a sec- 
ond-floor room at first, it did not follow 
iluit she waa entitled to keep it the 
whole year. 

The constitution of Illinois authorizes 
free schools in which all children "may 
receive a good coumon-sohool ednoa- 
tion ;" and the Legislature has directed 
that the instructions shall be in reading 
English, in English grammar, and such 
other blanches as tlic directors shall 
pre-.ci ihe. Tin' lioard of Education ot 
one school district introduced German, 
to which some economically-disposed 
taxpayer objected, saying that this was 
spending money outside a "common 
school education." The court said that 
iustraction in the common schools must 
lie given in English, but it is lawful to 
in'.ioduce the study of modem language, 
if English text books and English- 
Fpciliing te.ichers are employed.
